| FE find in Holy Writ, that in 
the Jewiſh Law, it was ex- 
preſly provided by the Su- 


preme Legiſlator, That a Ba- 


ftard ſhould not enter into the Congregation of 


the Lord, even to the tenth Generation : But 
it ſeems the Unhappy Kingdom of France al- 
lows the Baſtard himſelf, not only to enter 
into the Congregation, bur to ſettle himſelf 
upon the Throne, and to bear it higher than 
all the precedeing Kings before hum, which 
had a better right to do it, as being the Off- 
ſpring of Kings, and not the Sons of the Pec- 
ple, the proper term the Roman Law gives to 
Baſtards, We have heard of the Salick 


Law, in force in that Kingdom, for a great 


many Ages, by whichthe Crown of Prance 

cannot fall from the Swerd to the Diſtaff , 

but till che bleſſed days of our Auguſt Mo- 
B 


narch, 
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narch, we never had the happineſs to be ac- 
quainted with a Law or Cuſtom, by which 
that was in the power of a Queen of France, 
to provide us an Heir to the Crown, without 
the concurrence of her Husband, and to im- 
poſe upon us for our King, a Brat of another 
Man's making. Al the Retgn of our Invin- 
cible Monarch, has been a conitant Series of 
Wonders, but among them all, this is none 
of the leaſt, That he who was 1n the opinion 
of all the World, the Son of a private Gentle- 
man, from his Birch till the end of the Prince 
of Conde's Wars, has had the good fortune to 
be ever ſince, no leſs than the Son of Lewis 
the Thirteenth.

France 1n a lawful deſcent of Royal Blood. 
Now I think no man willſay, that by this 
Claufe of the Edit, an extraneous perſon, 
ſuch as our Interloper Lewis the 14th. is, can 
be included ; and therefore as having none 
of the Royal Blood of France in his Veins, 
he cannot be juſtly charg'd with perjury or 
breach of Faith, in not obſerving one Edict; 
which was declared and meant to oblige on- 
Iy the lawful Succeſſors of King Henry the 
Fourth. 

Here I cannot but relate a Diſcoarſe I had 
oncewith one of the Fathers of the Capucian 
Order; the very day after the Revocation of 
the Edict of Nants, and which may ſerve to 
anſwer one Objection naturally arifing, from 
what I have faid upon this Head.

Succeſſors the ſucceeding Kings of France ſhould 
ſwear the ſame at their Coronation, therefore we 
do hereby promiſe and ſwear faithfully and in- 
violably to obſerve the ſaid fidiit all the days of 
our Life-time.
